SO SMOOTH. SO EVEN 
Any thing humans can do, m achines can 
— well, imitate. People smoke; some m ach­ 
ines have the same bad habit. Now an elec­ 
tronics manufacturer has brought out a 
“ thinking m achine’s filter.” 
Lest someone cry that this time they ’ve 
gone too far, it should be noted that the 
filter is a device to regulate the electricity 
fed to computers, which are quite sensitive 
to unevenness in the current. 
Apparently the filters are free and easy 
on the input and there isn’t a shock in a 
carload.

The d egree of curv ature may be 
mild or sev ere but in n o case would the v ictim 
be bed rid d en because of the curv ature. 
ii—I am 30 an d hav e been perman en tly d e­ 
ferred from the d raft because of scoliosis to the 
right in the thoracic spin e.

Morse's correspondents. I refrain from passing 
them along because I assum e that most of the 
letter w riters would, on due reflection, he asham ed 
(of the anti-Am erican use to which their words 
I hase been put.
